THE RIGHT GEAR 
FOR PHOTOGRAPHY 
AND BUSINESS 

With the advances in smartphone 
technology, the line between the 
quality of professional cameras 
and cell phones is narrowing. Most 
people who purchase cell phones 
are satisfied with “the Selfie” and 
accept this as “professional enough”. 



The professional photographer 
must be able to use lights, as 
well as advanced cameras and 
editing software effectively to 
justify marketing themselves as 
a professional. In order to have 
a future in the ever advancing 
photography industry, photographers 
will have to create ways to 
show themselves viable in a less 
welcoming environment. General 
society will soon exist in a climate 
were even the most sophisticated 
lighting and camera settings will 
be reduced to algorithms everyday 
people can access with an advanced 
smartphone. (Phones that can 
compete in the digital arena are 
comparable in cost to DSLRs). 

In today’s market, equipment and 
technology have advanced significantly. 
This will ultimately effect and influence 
what equipment you will buy. When I 
bought the Nikon D100, it was already 
out dated, but very useful. My first 
job, as a photographer for hire, was 
with that camera. It was very useful 
because I was able to control the 
camera manually. This is the one factor 
separates the ‘point-n-shoot’ amature 
user from those whose goal is to go into 
business. Despite rhetoric regarding the 
need for a “full frame” DSLR or more 
expensive digital cameras, it is more 
important for the professional to have 
a full working knowledge of his or her 
camera, as well as a sure confidence of 
the results that can be achieved in the 
touch-up and editing stages. You aren’t 
marketing the brand or sophistication 
of your camera ... you are marketing 
YOUR abilities as a photographer and 
graphic artist. 

Think about this. ‘Point-n-shoot’ cameras 
are for snap-shots, general capture, 
and images that are used for general 
photography. The professional has to 
be able to produce “industry standard” 
images; everything from pixel dimensions 
and resolution to the actual “feel” of a 
photograph. This is why you don’t use 
them in professional photography. If you 
were to hire a wedding photographer, 
for 3,000 dollars and he or she came 
with a ‘point-n-shoot’ camera, what 
would you think?: 
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“Where’s the Photographer?” 

“I’m here!” 

“Where’s your equipment?” 

“Here it is, right here!” 

You get my point. Your selection of the 
type of camera with the features you 
will need to produce quality, marketable 
images, becomes crucial. 

In the beginning of the article, I 
mentioned my first DSLR camera was 
a Nikon D100 DX crop sensor, megapixel 
DSLR, (Digital Single Lens Reflex). Most 
modern smartphone cameras can be up 
to 8meg. At the time of my purchase, 
this was decent quality, but not pro 
level. I made the camera work for my 
needs, which at the time was only for 
the internet and not for print (“Thank 
God!”) At this point I should mention, 
“If the client is happy, then the ‘point 
-n-shoot’ is fine... for now.“ My decision 
to buy this camera was more economical 
than technical. In the beginning price 
will be a determining factor for what 
equipment you will purchase. My motto: 
“Buy What You Can Afford”! Don’t rule 
out used gear. My D100 was used. 

Your equipment should be the best 
your budget will allow with quality and 
features that can be readily upgraded. 
Two advantages of a professional grade, 
or “prosumer level” camera is they 
have interchangeable lenses and have 
manually adjustable F-stop and shutter 
speeds. Why are these things important? 
With a “point-n-shoot” camera the 
internal computer will attempt to 
compensate and make a judgment as 
to what the correct exposure should be. 
In most cases both the DSLR (program 
mode), and the ‘point-n-shoot’, (default 
mode), will yield a well exposed image, 
provided there is sufficient and even 
lighting of the subject and background. 
In a situation where the background is 
brighter than the subject, here is where 
the ‘point -n-shoot’ or “default mode” 
falls short and you’ve now compromised 
the shot. 

I want to point out here that the quality 
of the image is what will set you apart 
from the “selfie photographer”. The 
thing that will ultimately increase 
the value of your product is lighting, 


either natural of artificial, and expert 
knowledge of photography techniques 
... period. There are many “world class 
“photographers that began their career 
shooting with natural light. Reknown 
photograher Peter Hurley has talked 
about his first studio and only shooting 
with natural light. For obvious reasons, 
natural light is the “light of choice”. 
It’s free light, and in most of the places 
you will be in a free space also. In an 
enclosed space, you can imitate natural 
light, in theory, by angling your light 
by 45° to imitate light from the Sun 
and how it hits the earth . This is how 
we see our reality, “out- of- doors”, 
of course. With that said, the most 
fundamental and economically sound 
accessory to purchase is the “umbrella 
light modifier”. This is a relatively 
inexpensive, light- modifier that can 
give you “the best bang for the buck. 
The “umbrella” will be useful in a 
variety of situations as it can be used 
with both flash and photographic bulbs 
(day light-balanced). 

I think it is time to introduce another 
light consideration, the “photo bulb” 
(hot light). These are light bulbs, 
day light-balanced primarily for use 
with photography. They screw-in like 
traditional bulbs and are of higher 
wattage than traditional bulbs. The 
term, “hot light” comes from the heat 
produced by the bulb itself; flash bulbs 
do not produce high levels of heat. 
The advantage of a “hot light” is that 
there is no surprise in what results it 
yields; what you see is what you get! 
The disadvantages: the lights have to 
be plugged in to operate and they 
can get very hot and burn through 
gels, fabric, etc. They also reduce 
the client’s endurance for the photo 
shoot because of the lights’ output. 

Now that you have weighed the pros 
and cons, calculated the costs of 
equipment, made your choices in 
gear and accessories, Shoot! Shoot! 
Shoot! Constant photographing is most 
important to perfect your photography 
and develop your eye and style. 
Whether shooting people, landscapes, 
cityscapes, or still life; fashion, beauty, 
editorial or head-shots, you will have 
to establish yourself as a quality image 
producer and that can meet both client 


and industry expectations. Study the 
type of photography you like to shoot 
and go make your mark. If photography 
is your passion, go full speed and enjoy 
making art. 

‘If you do what you love, you will never 
work a day in your life.” 

I don’t know who first quoted this, but 
they were right.

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WHY VOTER 
TURNOUT IS DOWN 


As a naive high schooler, I thought I 
knew everything I needed to know 
about our government. I mean, I 
passed US History, knew all about 
our three branches of government 
and about my right to vote. Still, I 
found it difficult to follow political 
debates because I didn’t know 
poltical jargon. I didn’t know much 
about local government and I didn’t 
understand the impact of voting. 

I decided to further learn about 
voting by familiarizing myself with 
voting rules and the voter turnout 
results of previous elections in order 
to better understand the impact of 
“voting power”. 

I learned that reported voter turnout 
percentages can be misleading. 
Percentages reported by states 
vary in context. The percentages 
can be reported based on number 
of eligible voters, of registered 
voters, or even of only active voters. 
Tallying just “active voters”, or 
voters who have voted in at least 
two consecutive federal elections 
prior to the current results in 
overestimated voter turnout leading 
individuals to perceive a higher rate 
of voting. If you take a look at the 
2016 presidential election, according 
to the U.S. Census Bureau, around 
137.5 million Americans voted. The 
overall voter turnout percentage 
of voting-age citizens was 61.4%. 
Reported voter turnout for the 2012 
presidential election was 61.8 %. 
While the shift in voter turnout was 
minimal, the demographic of those 
whose voted changed. 

For the presidential election of 
2012, the voting percentage of non- 
Hispanic blacks was 66.6%, while the 
voting percentage for non-Hispanic 
whites was 64.1%. In contrast, the 
percentage of voter turnout in the 
2016 presidential election increased 
for non-Hispanic whites to 65.3% 
and for non-Hispanic blacks the 


percentage decreased to 59.6%. That 
7% decrease was the first decline 
in a steadily increasing trend in 
voter turnout for blacks since 1996. 
For Hispanics, the percentage of 
voter turnout remained similar, only 
decreasing by .4% from 48% in 2012 
to 47.6% in 2016. While this shift 
in percentage does not seem to be 
significant, it is important to point 
out that the number of eligible 
Hispanic voters grew by 12.7 million 
in 2016. This demonstrates the 
continuation of a steadily increasing 
number of eligible Hispanic voters 
who choose not to vote. In contrast, 
an increase of young millennial 
voters (those between 18-24 
years old) was seen in 2016. The 
percentage turnout for this cohort 
increased from 46.4% in 2012 to 
49.4% in 2016. 

In 2018, the New York 14th 
congressional district democratic 
primary election was won by 
Alexandria Ocasio-Cortez. Ocasio- 
Cortez ran on a campaign that relied 
heavily on grassroots community 
organization. According to the 
CUNY Center for Urban Research, 
Ocasio-Cortez received support 
throughout her district regardless 
of the demographic of the voters. 
The maps published demonstrated 
that even in the areas where the 
percentage of eligible Hispanic voter 
was low, Ocasio-Cortez still received 
support from those areas. Her win 
was not solely due to the shifting 
demographics, as it is often implied. 
Instead, it was a result of multiple 
factors. The most significant being 
the district’s desire for change from 
the incumbent Crowley.

‘BLACK BARBIE’: 

IN REVIEW 


Even after 15 years, Safi A. Thomas, 
Artistic Director of Hip Hop Dance 
Conservatory (H+) “Black Barbie: A 
Nation Reborn” proves social issues 
that have plagued our society over 
a decade ago still remain prevalent 
and, most importantly, unresolved. 

For three consecutive nights, HDCNY 
took overTeatro Latea in Brooklyn. 
Featuring a hybrid of “My Ghetto 
Pop Life”, ‘Black Barbie’ results in 
a thought-provoking and message- 
driven performance. The repertory 
piece recorded five performances 
within one week, including a 
double performance on Saturday, 
the company’s final summer 
performance of 2018. 


Now, with the general election 
closely approaching in November 
it is important to keep in mind 
the significance of voter turnout, 
as well as to keep a close eye on 
your current registration status. In 
particular, if you haven’t voted in 
the previous two federal elections 
or verified your address with local 
officials, this could result in an 
inactive voter status and could leave 
you without the ability to vote if you 
don’t catch it in time. 


Upon entry into Teatro Latea, 
partons were quickly immersed into 
the dimly lit dystopic world of Hope 
City. The newcomers were greeted 
by Black Barbie Specialist, Wisdom, 
who insisted all prospective citizens 
(patrons) turn off their mobile 
devices to prevent them from being 
tracked. Much like its name, ‘Hope 
City’, intends to protect whomever 
enters into their realm and hopes for 
a prosperous future through 
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the earthly descendance of the 
messianic figure, Black Barbie. 

The hybrid repertory performance 
presents major thematic elements 
through the dream sequences of a 
young interracial couple aspiring 
to be Hip Hop dancers: Laurel and 
Anthony. Scene One introduces 
the audience to their troubled 
relationship through a heated 
argument between the couple and 
Laurel’s ‘friend’. The couple argues 
about their economic instability 
and the persistent imbalance of 
responsibilities. The argument 
concludes and the lovers fall asleep. 

As patrons witness the dream 
sequences of each protagonist 
unfold, they are submerged into 
their subconscious thoughts and 
witness their inner truths and 
desires. 

Laurel’s sequences consist of varying 
stages of her subconscious, all 
portrayed by black women. Laurel’s 
alter egos represent her desire to be 
accepted by the black community 
as a Hip Hop dancer and her fixation 
with the ideology of the “strong 
black woman” archetype.

MILLENNIAL 


F rom rags to riches, to Gucci 
linens, and then an orange 
jumpsuit in a federal prison, 
millennials tend to have the 
reputation of being sunder 
achieving and lazy. However, 
that would be hard to say about C.E.O of 
Turing Pharmaceuticals, Martin Shkreli. 
Shkreli who was brought up in Sheepshead 
Bay Brooklyn, a child of 4 from working 
class Albanian and Croatian immigrant 
parents who supported their children 
with doorman and janitor salaries who 
hustled his way into an internship at 
a hedge fund at the tender age of 17. 


Martin Shkreli was ambitious 
with an exceptional intellect and 
business acumen. His drive was only 
matched by the hate and infamy 
that was eventually bestowed upon 
him. Shrekli’s face would come 
to represent the mounting public 
disdain the pharmaceutical industry 
had been acquiring. Shkreli was 
accused of exploiting HIV patients 
across the United States. He held 
the pharmaceutical rights to 
Daraprim, a life-saving drug and 
exponentially inflated its price, 
making it unattainable to virtually 
everyone who needed it. Was Shkreli 
breaking the rules or was he just 
playing the game? 

Under any circumstances, taking 
on what must have felt like the 
lion’s share, of all the hate the 
pharmaceutical industry has 
garnered through the last decade 
or two, must be a pretty taxing 
experience. There are few people 
who have earned that much hate. 
Shkreli, who was found guilty of

securities fraud on March 9th, 2018, 
lost $10.4 million in relation to his 
former drug company, Retrophin, 
by way of two hedge funds he 
ran through the business. He was 
sentenced to 7 years in federal 
prison and had almost $7.4 million 
of his assets seized, including 
a one-of-a-kind Wu-Tang Clan 
album valued at $2 million. Shkreli 
has been painted as the physical 
manifestation of everything wrong 
with the pharmaceutical industry, as 
well as the legislation and policies 
that enable them. How does a pale, 
skinny first generation millennial 
from a Brooklyn slum create such 
a shockwave within the healthcare 
industry? 

Shkreli first gained notoriety as the 
C.E.O of Turing Pharmaceuticals. 

His company acquired the licensing 
rights to Daraprim, a life-saving 
HIV treatment drug which originally 
cost $13.50 a pill. On September 
17th, 2015, Shkreli spiked the price 
percentage by 5,500% to $750 a pill. 
An onslaught of criticism and hate 
from media outlets ensued. 

With the threat of government 
shutdown over Obamacare as well as 
the 2016 presidential election right 
around the corner, healthcare was 
ramping up to be one of the main 
sources of conflict. 


Martin Shkreli, became an optimal 
target for all the pent-up anger, rage 
and frustration that had been built 
up over years of unfair lobbying 
practices by the pharmaceutical 
industry. It had left much of the 


United States’ population aggravated 
with the accessiblity of medical 
services. “Big Pharma” lobbies to 
get policies and legislation that 
contribute to the U.S. being listed 
50 out of 55 developed countries in 
a Bloomberg Health Care Efficiency 
Index, published in 2014. 

Even though there was a massive 
backlash of negativity aimed at 
Shkreli, he never backed inShkreli 
did countless interviews from 2015- 
2017,he explained the ideology of 
his business plan. Shkreli insisted 
that if anyone needed Daraprim and 
wasn’t insured, all they needed was 
a prescription and to fill out a form 
and they would get the pill on a one 
for one dollar price point. He states 
that about two thirds of those taking 
Daraprim were getting it for the one 
dollar a pill price point. In a Vanity 
Fair feature, Shkreli states that 
his plan primarily focuses the cost 
on the insurance companies that 
are funded by corporate America’s 
profits and that he intends to use 
the proceeds for research on rare 
diseases. 

“I’m like Robin Hood,” he continues. 
“I’m taking Walmart’s money and 
doing research for diseases no one 
cares about.” 

Amid all the c haos and controversy, 
Shkreli kept moving forward with 
his public image. He even started 
streaming regularly on YouTube. 

With about 82 thousand subscribers, 
Shkreli has multiple podcasts 
uploaded to the site, where he 
engages with the YouTube 
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community through streams and 
regularly discusses finance with his 
audience . 

The most unconventional aspect 
of Shkreli’s character, however, is 
humble beginnings. Shkreli attended 
Hunter High School (a magnet school 
for highly intelligent students in the 
Manhattan area), and graduated 
from Baruch College in 2004 with a 
B.S. in Finance and Economics, going 
on to start his first hedge fund, Elea 
Capital Management, in 2006. 

Prior to attending Baruch, at the 
age of 17, Shkreli managed to get an 
internship at Cramer Berkowitz, a 
hedge fund run by financial pundit, 
Jim Cramer, but failed to make much 
of an impression. Cramer when 
asked about Shkreli by Vanity Fair 
stated, “I don’t even remember him 
working for me,” 

“He was no protege.” 

It would be hard to blame Cramer 
either, it would have been difficult 
for someone like Shkreli at the time 
to make much an impression. Shkreli 
who, stated in an interview he did 
with ‘The Breakfast Club’, a popular 
New York morning radio show on 
Hot97. 

“My first job I had two choices, 
work at Carvel Ice Cream, putting 
down ice cream for the customers, 
or work at a hedge fund. I was 
lucky enough to get the job at the 
hedge fund, but I didn’t even have 
suits to wear to the hedge fund, I 
didn’t even know how to dress 
like it was ridiculous I wore white 
socks with dress shoes.” Martin 
Shkreli was raised in a 2 bedroom 
apartment, being 1 of 4 children to 
Albanian and Croatian immigrant 
parents, migrated to Sheepshead 
Bay, Brooklyn, a blue-collar working 
neighborhood from Montenegro, and 
supported their children through 
Doorman and Janitor salaries. 

So, how did someone of Martin 
Shkreli stature manage to rattle the 


foundations of the pharmaceutical 
industry? According to a 2016 
Harvard Medical School report, 
published in JAMA, the Journal of 
the American Medical Association, 
focused on uncovering why the 
United States healthcare costs 
are so much more severe than 
other developed countries, “the 
average American citizen spends 
$858 annually on pharmaceutical 
drugs, while this cost is $400 per 
person across 19 other industrialized 
nations.” The report which also 
analyzed, thousands of studies 
from January 2005 to July 2016, 
found that the primary factor for 
these issues, is the existence of 
government protected monopoly 
rights for drug manufacturers. 

The researchers at Harvard medical 
school state in their report “In 2013, 
per capita spending on prescription 
drugs was $858 compared with 
an average of $400 for 19 other 
industrialized nations. In the United 
States, prescription medications 
now comprise an estimated 17% 
of overall personal health care 
services. The most important 
factor that allows manufacturers 
to set high drug prices is market 


exclusivity, protected by monopoly 
rights awarded upon Food and Drug 
Administration approval and by 
patents. The availability of generic 
drugs after this exclusivity period is 
the main means of reducing prices 
in the United States, but access to 
them may be delayed by numerous 
business and legal strategies.” 

The patent system in the U.S. allows 
drug manufacturers to remain the 
only manufacturer of the drugs 
they patent for 20 years or more as 
well as giving drug manufacturers 
exclusivity for certain products, 
even those that treat rare diseases. 
These patent’s stop the cheaper 
generic versions of these drugs 
from being produced. The Harvard 
medical school report indicates 
this as an issue, because drug 
prices decline 55% of their original 
brand name cost once there are 
two generic’s on the market and 
to 33% of the original cost with five 
generic’s. 

Most countries with national 
healthcare programs have 
government agencies that negotiate 
prices with drug companies or do not 
cover drugs which are priced out of 
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their price points. Nothing like this 
happens in the U.S. this the 2003, a 
U.S. Republican majority congress 
under the Medicare Modernization 
actwhich created the Medicare 
drug benefit? A program that 
covers 40 million Americans? This 
program streamlines the process of 
negotiating medication, by directly 
enabling negotiations between 
the insurance companies and 
pharmaceutical companies. Although 
Medicare drug benefit program, 
also prohibits the government for 
negotiating cheaper prices on behalf 
of the U.S. population, this has lead 
to heavy medication price hikes, 
since the program’s inception in the 
United States. 

The price hike of Daraprim from 
any standard is exorbitant but 
Shkreli argued in a September 2015 
Bloomberg TV interview, “These 
days, in modern pharmaceuticals, 
cancer drugs can cost $100,000 or 
more, rare disease drugs can cost 
half a million dollars. Daraprim is 
still under-priced, relative to its 
peers.” Shkreli has a point when 
comparing other high end priced 
medications, there is a noticeable 
disparity, between the price points 
of Daraprim, which would cost 
about $22,500 for a 30 day supply, 
and drugs like Harvoni, a hepatitis 
C treatment, which is priced at 
$74,000.00 for a 30 day supply, or 
Bexarotene, a T-cell lymphoma 
treatment, which costs $49,800.00 
for a 30 day supply. 

Most companies justify the price 
points of their treatments, through 
the argued price points of research 
and development. It would be 
optimistic to assume, that most 
pharmaceutical companies would 
return the majority of their profits 
into developing and researching new 
cures, and treatments. Although 
that is not the reality according to a 


July 2017 article in the Washington 
post, that states, “Big Pharma” or 
big pharmaceutical companies, 
spent over $3 billion in consumer 
marketing and $24 billion marketing 
directly to healthcare professionals.” 
The article goes on to state that 
R&D at most companies account for 
about 15% on average, while about 
65% of the budget is dedicated to 
advertising and marketing. 

This is where Shkreli deviates 
from the pack. In a February 2016 
Vanity Fair feature, on Martin 
Shkreli, Shkreli stated, “Turing will 
spend some 60 to 70 percent of its 
revenues on research, in contrast 
to the 15 percent or so spent by big 
pharmaceutical companies (and the 
3 percent spent by Valeant).” Later 
on in the same article when the 
President of Turing Eliseo Salinas was 
asked by Vanity Fair how she felt 
about Shkreli she stated, “I’ve been 
reporting to C.E.O.’s for the last 11 
years,” he stated. “I’ve had a good 
relationship with all of them, but 
with Martin, I don’t have to explain 
anything. He just picks it up.” He 
added, “People obsess about Martin 
and his persona, but what I see is a 
very young entrepreneur who wants 
to be successful through primary 
research, not through commercial 
manipulation. He is putting his 
money where his words are. 

Ultimately at a minimum, we will 
have to wait until Shkreli serves his 
sentence. Before Shkreli can prove 
what he said about developing a 
Pharmaceutical company that is 
actually dedicated to using the 
majority of their budget to research 
new cures and treatments, or for 
him to prove that even within the 
context of the Pharmaceutical 
industry, that as unfair the 
reputation he developed may have 
been, it is still an accurate one.

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An Abridged History of Prohibition

nee a universal symbol of 
degenerate counter¬ 
culture, marijuana has now 
be come a headlining issue 
everywhere from science 
and medicine - to politics. 
Since the legalization of recreational 
cannabis in Colorado in late 2012 and 
the recorded $247 million collected 
by the state government in 2017, the 
discussions surrounding the econo¬ 
mic influence of marijuana as made a 
180-degree shift. Where the American 
government and legislature once made 
provision to discourage and prevent black 
market revenue, it now endeavors to 
calculate and reap the benefits of the 
regulated and taxed sale of marijuana 
throughout the United States. 


While prohibition and restrictions 
of cannabis in the United States 
have been in existence since 
the 1920’s, the substance wasn’t 
officially outlawed until the CSA 
(Controlled Substance Act) of 
1970. Since then, legislation to 
regulate, decriminalize and legalize 
the medical and recreational use 
of the substance has oscillated 
through the legal system including 
House Joint Resolution 117, United 
States vs. Oakland Cannabis 
Buyers’ Cooperative and The Cole 
Memorandum. 


The declared “War on Drugs” 
initiated by the Nixon administration 
in 1971, was seen less as a provision 
to “devote more federal resources 
to the prevention of new addicts and 
the rehabilitation of those who were 


addicted” and more as an attack 
on the “antiwar left and blacks”. 
The campaign received further 
condemnation in 1982 when the 
American government led by Vice 
President George Bush pushed for 
the involvement of the CIA and US 
military in drug interdiction efforts. 
This led to claims by scholars 
and activists that the “War On 
Drugs” was a propaganda campaign 
designed to cloak various operations 
that supplied and encouraged narco¬ 
trafficking and insurgent factions. 

Allegations of US involvement 
in large scale drug trafficking 
date back to WWII including the 
release of organized crime kingpin 
Lucky Luciano from prison and a 
corroboration between the CIA 
and the Sicilian Mafia. Luciano was 
allegedly released to collaborate in 
an effort to suppress labor strikes 
and disputes in US eastern shipping 
ports that the US Navy feared 
would disrupt wartime logistics. 

This included the terrorizing and 
murdering of labor union members 
to prevent unrest and to ensure 
the smooth shipping of supplies to 
Europe. 

According to the journalistic efforts 
of Alexander Cockburn and Jeffery 
St. Claire, the CIA worked closely 
with the Sicilian Mafia to prevent 
Communist party members from 
being elected in Italy following 
the war, since the organization 
was in conflict with leftist groups. 
Assassinations, torture and beatings 


of leftist political organizers are 
attributed to the collaboration. 

On the international stage, from 
the Vietnam War to the 2008 
Merida Initiative, the “War On 
Drugs” and subsequent foreign 
and domestic policies have been 
regarded as a complete failure. In 
its wake a legacy of death, injustice 
and scandal persists. The effects 
of legislature on minorities and 
underprivileged communities have 
created national and international 
backlash as well as uniformed efforts 
to repeal and equalize sentencing 
disparages, targeting and education 
in America. 

Accusations of the American 
government intentionally creating 
a permanent underclass have 
been fueled by a sharp increase in 
arrest rates that disproportionately 
targeted African Americans. John 
Ehrlichman, aide to Richard Nixon, 
is quoted as saying the former 
President used the ‘War On Drugs 
to criminalize and disrupt black 
and hippie communities and their 
leaders”. 

A 126% increase in arrests after 1980 
for drug related offenses, spawned 
the development of privatization 
and the for- profit prison industry. 
The Dept, of Justice reported that 
from 1990 through 2000 this increase 
accounted for nearly 35% of minority 
inmates (Blacks and Hispanics) and 
mass deportations. Statistics from 
1998 showed that African Americans 
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comprised 74% of people sent to 
prison for drug related crimes. 

These statistics are primarily due to 
sentencing disparities that were as 
high as 100:1 for offenses related 
to crack cocaine as opposed to its 
powder form. 

Because crack was primarily found in 
impoverished and inner city minority 
communities, these and other 
keynote state legislation culminated 
in controversial polices such as “stop 
and frisk” and “three strikes”. The 
first president to make any effort 
to curtail this biased campaign was 
Barack Obama when he signed the 
Fair Sentencing Act in August 2010. 

The legalization of marijuana has 
gone a long way in reversing many of 
the injustices that plagued the “War 
On Drugs”. Cities like San Diego and 
San Francisco are on the forefront of 
the movement to erase thousands of 
marijuana convictions and release 
inmates who were incarcerated for 
felonious marijuana charges. 


some stores be opened in low 
income communities. 

The counter-culture and social 
revolutions surrounding cannabis 
have finally begun to see the fruits 
of their labor. The collective 
consciousness of the country 
and the world is beginning to 
embrace the cannabis lifestyle as 
mainstream. From the protests 
and hippie movements of the 
60’s and 70’s - to the progressive 
decriminalization of cannabis and 
now the prospect of a state-specific 
and nationwide legalization of the 
substance, marijuana isn’t just a 
“dirty hippie” drug anymore. As the 
use of marijuana has spawned well 
beyond just recreational use and is 
now sought by cancer patients and 
wellness enthusiast alike for the 
purpose of pain managament. 

The legalization of 
marijuana is yet another

The estimated total of Americans 
serving time in penal institutions 
numbers over 1.5 million and the 
prospective number of inmates 
that would remain after purging 
the system of marijuana related 
offenders is reduced to below 
700,000 inmates. The yearly 
estimate for the maintenance of 
prisoners is about $68 billion and 
it is projected that an average of 
$11.3 billion per year would be 
saved with the release of marijuana 
related offenders alone, thus 
reducing the overall number of 
non-violent offenders in the prison 
system and making room for more 
violent offenders.

C irca 2014,1 gained the oppor¬ 
tunity to produce original te¬ 
levision shows at Manhattan 
Neighborhood Network (MNN) 
in New York City, realizing 
the dream of producing talk 
shows centered on self-help topics that 
could help ethnic communities. While 
in MNN production school, I met my 
future media mentor Bonnie Bruderer, 
a life coach from California looking to 
produce a talk show that would further 
her life coaching business and acting 
pursuits. We hit it off in training and 
she asked me to be the producer on her 
show called the “Ask Bon Bon Show. ” 
Little did I know, my experience with 
Bonnie would change the way that I 
viewed media and my role in it. 

Bonnie was extremely passionate 
about the “Ask Bon Bon Show” 
and did not waste time getting 
production under way. The first 
thing that I learned from her was 
how to mass produce, or batch, a 
talk show. Batching is the art of 
recording several shows within a 
set time period to maximize your 
budget and studio reservation. In 
a 3-hour session, Bonnie would 
interview 4-6 guests for 12 minutes 
each. This process was fast-paced 
and exciting. As much as we wanted 
to continue talking to our guests, we 
had to rush one out to get another 
interviewee in. This taught me the 
value of studio time and how you 


can manipulate a session to get the 
most return for your time. 

The 2nd lesson that I learned was 
how to format a show. Bonnie’s show 
was very simple: An introduction, 
then questions about the guest’s 
business and background and a 
closing directing the viewer to 
an information source, usually a 
website, for additional content and 
ways to become more involved. As 
her producer, I watched Bonnie 
execute this format over and over 
with different guests from various 
industries and occupations. Through 
batching, I produced the first 100 


episodes of the Ask Bon Bon Show 
and simultaneously witnessed 
a master entrepreneur build a 
media network, at first called 
the BonBonNetwork.com and now 
BingeNetworks.com. As my mentor, 
Bonnie showed me, thru her actions, 
that real work that is required to 
build a media company from scratch. 

As I worked with Bonnie, I 
recognized that her target audience 
was very different from mine. She 
was targeting an audience of white 
women entrepreneurs with the Ask 
Bon Bon Show and eventually her 
network. My passion has always

been to empower communities of 
color. I’ve worked as a social justice 
organizer for 8 years and saw media 
as a medium to continue organizing 
and reaching more people. Knowing 
that I wanted to produce a show 
that would have a lasting impact on 
my community, I began to formulate 
the concept of my very own 
show, Master Plan. My developing 
ambitions led me to follow Bonnie’s 
production model as well as her 
distribution model and create a 
media network for millennials from 
underrepresented communities 
to produce and distribute content 
dealing with business, community 


and politics. 

Master Plan focuses on interviewing 
entrepreneurs, community leaders 
and local politicians who were 
pursuing their God given life 
purpose, aka their Master Plan, and 
were willing to risk their livelihood 
to achieve their goals. This is what 
we entrepreneurs do: take risks that 
most people view as being crazy. In 
the Black community there aren’t 
many Black entrepreneurs that 
are vocal and able to share their 
experiences as business owners. 

My community lacks business 
mentors that set an example for the 
next generation of business owners. 
It was my goal to create a platform 
that taught my community to thrive 
in entrepreneurship while staying 
true to themselves. 

Master Plan exceeded all of my 
expectations. From the first guest, 
SP the Artist, to the most recent 
interview with Miss Venezuela 
International, Luisa Diaz, Master 
Plan grew like wild fire via word 
of mouth and social media. Guest 
referred other guests making it easy 
to mass produce episodes in a short 
amount of time. Master Plan also 
attracted new producers, clients 


and opportunities. With every 
interview, I also gained pertinent 
information that I could apply to my 
own business. Albeit selfish, Master 
Plan became a vital opportunity to 
discover new tools and resources 
that could be used to build Young 
Boss Media into a Fortune 500 
company. 

Currently we are on the second 
season of Master Plan and 
are focused on creating more 
programing that empowers 
millennials from communities 
underrepresented by mainstream 
media. My outfit has grown from 1 
person to a 15-person team. From 
our flagship office in Chelsea, New 
York we are aggressively seeking out 
more producers that want to join 
the Young Boss Brand and along with 
sponsors and investors that believe 
in our long-term vision.

T he show started as a feeler 
to be honest. In January of 
20181 answered an open call 
from a person in the church 
I was frequenting referred 
to me by a good friend with 
whom I was staying. I had moved to NYC 
in October hoping to extricate myself 
from a toxic relationship, reconnect 
with my family, and find a way to set 
some sort of barometer to the skills I 
had learned on the West Cost pursuing 
a music and (what I would later find 
out) a career in media. 

My first time on the West Coast was 
in 2006 when I chased American Idol 
across the country and ended up 
dumping myself in Seattle, WA. It 
was there that I would attend the 
Art Institute for Audio Production, 
which was a literal dream come 
true for me. I only remained a 
year, but the knowledge I gained 
would catalyze the realization of 
many more life goals and childhood 
dreams. 

After losing two jobs and having 
multiple business ventures stall, I 
returned to New Jersey in the 
beginning of 2007. I eventually 
found my way south again and 
received a cold reception. A good 
friend helped me pick up the 
pieces and I lived with her until 
2009. A fellow schoolmate who also 
hailed from New Jersey wanted to 
begin a musical project with me 
so I was flown out and stayed in 
Stanwood, WA. Things again went 
south and bad decisions lead me to 
my first stint in a county jail. From 
the beginning of 2011 until the 
middle of 2012, I was in and out of 
jail, struggling through counseling, 
severe mental illness, and a 
methamphetamine addiction. 

In 2013, I celebrated (perhaps I 
should say “mourned”) playing 
music professionally for ten years 
and I was beginning to lose hope 
and confidence in my ability. From 
my days as lead singer of “The Last 
Drive” to my own solo efforts, the 


most success I had seen was when 
I learned to draw Henna tattoos on 
the Seaside Heights boardwalk. I 
wanted to validate my musical skills 
with that type of success. Fresh 
out of county jail in a state I wasn’t 
familiar with, there were little to 
no prospects for me to spread my 
creativity ... or so it seemed. 

At the peak of my drug use before 
I made the decision to quit (largely 
in part to the Everett Poetry 
Night community) I was alone in a 
miniaturized trap house, wanting 
to psyche myself out of continuing 
to pursue music. I submitted 
online applications to a few record 
labels that specialized in digital 
distribution. Two weeks later, a 
representative from Tate Music 
Group reached out to me, saying 
that they “liked my style and sound” 
and that they wanted to offer me 
a distribution deal. I accepted the 
terms and waited for an opportune 
time to fulfill the requirements set 
forth by the label. Until this point, 

I had become semi-proficient in 
creating my own communications 
media ... I figured the worst that 
could happen would be having to 
utilize the labels resources. So 
I designed the liner notes, and 
handled other aspects like mastering. 
The submissions were accepted and 
when I got my first proof ... I knew 
something was going to happen. 

Riding the wave of popularity my 
success brought, I doubled down 
on my efforts and focuses a an 
entertainer. This included my first 
attempt at talent scouting and event 
planning. I soon became one of the 
most active and prolific independent 
artist and promoters of the Everett 
Arts scene and also became host of 
the premier open mic at the Anchor 
Pub, the oldest and most iconic bar 
in Everett, WA. While it didn’t bring 
a steady or livable income, what I 
was accomplishing felt... right. 

Back to January 2018.

The aforementioned feeler was in 
the form of an opportunity to create 
a “televised” version of the open 
mic format that I had encountered 
and hosted during my time in 
Everett. The prospective venue, 
Island to Island Brewery in Brooklyn, 
was remote but available. In mulling 
over the details and comparing 
risk assessment notes, we realized 
that the idea would have very little 
chance of generating the necessary 
success to be profitable ... we 
needed a“cheaper”idea. 

Because Monica (Founder and CEO 
of Young Boss Media) had access 
to MNN Studios, she asked me if I 
could adapt the “open mic” concept 
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into a late night talk show format. 

I created the treatments and we 
went from there ... still unsure if the 
format and approach were going to 
be deliverable. After the first show 
featuring W.A.V and Kaysey Valez 
we both were sold, we knew we had 
something just by the energy we 
were able to create with the few 
people had there. Now, approaching 
our seventh episode, we’ve moved 
away from the “will it work?” stage 
and are looking at ways to expand 
and further separate “By Invitation” 
from the sea of late night talk shows 
that are in circulation now. 

I attribute much, if not all of my 
relative success with the show to 
the invaluable experience learned 


as an independent promoter and 
local celebrity in Washington State. 
Something about not having to run 
about a crowded bar, work a sound 
board and the bar, while ensuring 
the patrons and participants receive 
the best quality experience really 
makes you appreciate a sterile 
environment like TV. I’d like to also 
believe that my personal artistic 
journey helps me relate to artists of 
all disciplines ... helping them feel 
the time they spend in an interview 
is worthwhile and is about their 
message. As a fellow artist, that’s 
one of the most important goals 
of what I do as host of the show 
... making the interviews a liaison 
between the audience’s curiosity 
and the guest’s need for promotion. 


I take great pride in knowing that 
through “By Invitation” I am able to 
bring inspiration to those who may 
never have had the ability to be 
taught how to appreciate artistic en¬ 
trepreneurship and make it an acces¬ 
sible aspiration for the viewers and 
those who are connected to these 
talented artists through this casual, 
yet powerful form of self-promotion..

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So you’ve started from the bottom 
and now you’re here... staring 
entrepreneurship in the face and 
trying to figure out where to go 
from here. You’ve figured out what 
you’re good at, researched potential 
business ideas, decided on a venture, 
written a plan, and picked a name. 
Now what? 

Below are some tips from a fellow 
millennial business owner to help 
you get open, stay open, and 
operate legally. 

1. Hi, My Name Is - Choosing An Entity 

What’s in a name you ask, well when 
it comes to those letters that follow 
your business name...EVERYTHING. A 
lot of times clients come to me with 
a name already chosen such as BBD, 
LLC and I’ll ask them what made 
you choose an LLC? Sometimes the 
response is “IDK I just like the way 
it sounds.” Then I educate them on 
choosing the appropriate business 
entity for their business. 

Liability, taxation and record¬ 
keeping are the three main factors 
to look at when choosing a business 
entity. There are several types 
of business entity options but the 
two that I recommend the most to 
my clients are: a Limited Liability 
Company (LLC) or a Corporation. 


LLCs allow profits and losses to be 
passed through to owners without 
taxation of the business itself while 
owners are shielded from personal 
liability. Whether you are a sole 
proprietor or have a partner, the 
LLC is a good option for small 
businesses. The LLC does not 
have any residency or citizenship 
restrictions, which allows foreign 
nationals to have ownership in an 
LLC. Other corporate entities may 
be LLC members. LLCs offer the 
ability to allocate profits and losses 
to members in varying amounts. 

The corporation is taxed, can make 
a profit, and is held legally liable 
for its actions separate from its 
owners. The primary disadvantage 
is the cost to form a corporation 
and the extensive record-keeping 
that’s required. The Subchapter S 
Corporation (S-Corp) is a variant 
of the regular C Corporation that 
allows income or losses to be passed 
through on individual tax returns. 
S-Corps allow the owners to take a 
smaller salary and pay income taxes 
and regular payroll deductions, then 
take the remainder of profit as a 
distribution subject to income tax 
only once the S-Corp is profitable. 

Why would I choose a corporation?

LLCs have less tax advantages 
than corporations. LLC members 
pay self-employment taxes; it’s 
calculated on 15.3 percent of profits. 
For S-Corps, self-employment tax is 
due on salary only, not entire profits. 
Also the new 2018 Tax plan makes 
it more advantageous to have a 
corporation.

no less than 30fps. Slow and Super 
Slow-mo support, Hyperlapse, auto 
focus and the ability to snap stills 
at 9.1 megapixels while recording in 
4k. Content creators need this for on 
the go media at the highest quality ... 
and boy does it show! 

This function has never given me 
problems ... it cuts video at 38:48 
and then creates another vid 
automatically so your videos are 
seamless. 

Performance 

It runs at 2.8GHz (about as fast as 
a standard laptop) and can reach 
speeds close to 6GHz. The downside 
is that it only runs 4GB of RAM ... so 
yeah ... it will hang if you try to do 
too much too fast but it really does 
have to be a good deal (be warned 
tho Instagram and Facebook live will 
make it hang if you aren't careful).

I have literally been out for a full 
day's work without my charger (it 
comes with a fast charger but don’t 
forget the cord cause it's the new 
age micro SD), recorded almost an 
hour of video, used navigation while 
rocking Spotify, and still had the 
juice to text and call on Bluetooth 
and I made it home with about 30% 
to spare. 

Many of the other “bell and whistle” 
functionality features are cute but 
they aren't really necessary. My 
favorites and most used are the 
Edge Screen, which is like a quick 
launch app folder that you can 
customize and even comes with 
a compass (magnetic), calendar, 
and access to your clipboard, 
allowing you to access copied text, 
images, and even URL's for quick 
paste capabilities. It's great for 
social media plugs across multiple 
platforms. 


To be honest, my only real complaint 
about the phone is the display will 
lock itself in landscape mode in 
certain apps and the touch screen 
becomes unresponsive. There are 
a host of other issues that are 
reported online ... but I haven’t 
encountered those problems. 

Overall, this phone is one of the best 
investments I've made. I recommend 
it to intermediate to advanced users 
who are social media savvy and need 
the multimedia angle to promote.
